nSfilACED BEfOlE TIE NATION 



Tlie "Chivalrous South" has a 
Stain on its escutcheon, put there 
by Gov. Parli Trammell, of the 
■overelgn State of Florida, In his 
maltreatment of good, noble and 
holy women — even of nuns whom 
every veteran ot the Confederacy 
honors In his heart of hearts. "The 
State ot Florida seems to have gone 
etark mad in lU bigotry," says the 
Morning SUr ot N«w Orleans in 
denouncing the Governor's action. 
It celebrated Baater by ordering the 
arretrt of three Sisters of St. Jo- 
seph In the ancient city of St. 
Augustine on Easter Monday. This 
is ihe disgrace that today stamps 
Florida before the eyes of the na- 
tion. Catholic Sister.s were marched 
as prisoners through the streets of 
the oldest Catholic city in the 
United States, where the first mass 
was said, where the first priest 
martyrs shed their blood for the 
faith, where the first church was 
erected, where Christianitr was first 
preached. And what was their 
crime? Tliey taught little colored 
children to read and writi^ and to 
know God, in a colored parochial 
school. Yes, that la a erlme In the 
state of Tlr.iKla! 

Thro. ago a law was 

passed luii uiding whites to teach 
the colored in colored schools. The 
law forbids teaching — ^no other word 
is used. Hence according to Florida 
law the Catholic Bishop of Florida, 
who is white, could be marched a 
prisoner through the streets of St. 
Augustine by orders of Gov. I'ark 
Traiiimell if he dared teach the 
Hible to colored children in the 
colorcil parochial school in the 
anreint city. 

The proscriptive law has been de- 
clared unconttitutional by the best 
leivl talent of the State, and for 
three years it remained a dead let- 
ter, for the very simple reason that 
the State itself violates the law in 
its blind institution in St. Augus- 
tine. But now that tho "Gardoons" 
are in charge of the State, the law 
has been Invoked. Throughout 
Florida the cry is "No Catholic need 
apply." This spirit of bigotry is 
State-wide. It obtains everywhere, 
apparently with the connivance and 
consent ot the deoent Protestant ele- 
ment, who have neyer yet protested 
against its prejndioed excesses. Here 
and there some individual or some 
journal may utter a word of con- 
demnation, but the manhood of the 
State seems to be paralyzed with 
fear of the banded, blind bigots. 
Hence the silence in the fare of the 
injustice and the violation of 
Amertcan principles. 

On Easter Monday the white 
bigots urged six ignorant negroes 
to petition the Government to en- 
force the unjust and dead law. 
These negroes are D. G. Adger, H. 
H. Johanson, N. Williams. Robert 
Houston, H. a. Tye and J. A. Jack- 
son. The Governor was moved to 
action, and at his order Sheriff 
Perry, of St. John's county, arrested 
the Sisters. The law invoked is 
meant to keep the negro in ignor- 
ance, hence in subjection, by closing 
to him the public school. The Sis- 
ters of St. Joseph taught in a 
parochial school. The Governor 
was powerless in the matter. He is 
the servant of the bigots and had 
to do their bidding under penalty 
of losing his job. "Thus," says the 
Morning Star, "is Florida made a 
Pariah among the States of the 
Unien, a laughing stock to the rest 
of the country. Florida invites set- 
tlers. But it is no place for men 
who love fair play and justice, who 
Stand squarely on American princi- 
ples of liebrty, so long as the State 
Is controlled by so-called men who 
hate justice and trample on the 
rights of fellow men." 

In an issue soon after the arrests 
the St. Augustine Meteor said: 

"What are we coming to?" "What 
next?" and other inquisitive ques- 
tions are being aeked, one of an- 
other, by the ^sens of 8t. Angus- 
tine. Is the mother city of the na- 
tion to set the pace for sensational- 
IsmT Certain it Is that in the ar 
r«at, Easter lionday. of three Sisters 
of St. Joseph, for training the litUe 
negro child to reed and write and 
to comprehend the importance of 
righteous living, through the medi 
um of religious understanding, not 
only the city of St. Augustine, but 
the State of Florida at large, will 
fall heir to a dint of mofit undesir- 
able publicity. The Sisters of St 
Joseph's Convent for a great many 
years have been tutoring colored 
children along educational and re- 
ligious lines In their own private 
school building on DeHaven street 
Now it seems that six negroes pe- 
titioned Gov. Trammel to have the 
Sheriff arrest the SiMt<'rs under the 
provisions of the law passed in 
1913, to the effect that white per- 
sons should be prohiibited from 
teaching negroes, and the Governor 
commanded the officer of the laiw to 
proceed with the arrest, which he 
did. The law under which the ar- 
rest was made waa passed ostensi- 
bly for the purpose of changing the 
management of a negro school 



which was being conducted at Or- 
ange Parl<. At the time of its pas- 
sage it was >iii(ierstood that the law 
was unconstitutional, but it seems 
never to have been put to the test. 
However, to be on the safe side, the 
late Bishop Kenny took the matter 
up with learned legal lights, to see 
if It would affect the Sisters in con- 
tinuing the work which they had 
conducted tor so many years, and 
was advised that the Ifiw was uncon- 
stitutional. But It has been re- 
served tor this late date, after a 
lapse ot three years, and at a tdme 
whan our people were praying for a 
cessation of agitations which have 
so wrecked the i)eace. If not the 
happlqess, of our people, to spring 
a sensation, and that, too. at the be- 
hest of six negroes. 

It is a shame that cries to very 
heaven.

The general meeting of the St. 
Vincent de Paul Society last Sun- 
day afternoon was most gratifying 
to the men who form that splendid 
Catholic ebarlty soelety, the 
Knigbte ot Ciolambu HaU being 
crowded to the doors. Prealdent 
John A. Doyle occupied the chair 
and Secretary Bohan read the re- 
ports of the twenty-one confer- 
ences in this city. Short but inter- 
esting addresse.a were made by 
Rev. Father Eugene Donahoe, Rev. 
Father Deppeu and Dr. B'elix 
Oaudln, of New Orleans, who ex- 
pressed surprise over what be heard 
and told of what the St. Vincent de 
Paul Society waa doing in the Cres- 
cent City. The reports showed that 
In the twenty-one. conferences there 
are 1,328 actire and S88 subscrib- 
ing members. During the past 
three months 265 families, embrac- 
ing 989 persons, have been the 
I beneficiaries of the society, and 
tho.re still reniain 1(if> families and 
364 people on the relief roll. The 
visits made numbered 1,073 and 
the money disbursed among the 
poor of the city without regard to 
creed, color or nationality amounted

Day by day the Knglisli Govern- 
ment aild.s another chapter to its 
bloody history In Ireland, the 
\ holo.<aIe shooting of the Irish 
1 evolutioni.sts Ixing chronicled in 
our daily press until such a wave 
of indignation and i)rolosl lioiu 
the people far and wide has even 
friglilened the pro-Knglisli press on 
this side of tlie water. Henry Wat- 
terson, tlie Courier-Journal editor 
and John Bull loyalist, even balk- 
ing at the latest outrage of the 
British Government, characterizing 
the murder of Pearce and his fol- 
lowers as another episode of Eng- 
land's brutality and stupidity. Sir 
Roger Casement was captured, as 
alleged, through the plotting of 
Secret Service agents of the United 
States Government. Immediately 
following, the capture of Casement 
the pro-English press and paid 
emissaries of Great Britain cir- 
culated far and wide that Sir Roger 
was insane, etc., and that the Kn^- 
!ish Government would probably 
contino liim in an insane asylum, 
not referring in any way to the 
roci-nt ooourrence wtu n Kngland 
offered a bribe of $5.0(10 to have 
him assassinated. 

When the Dublin revolution 
started, after an attempt of tlie 
British to search and disarm the 
Irish Volunteers, the pro-English 
l.aslily and without investigation 
li.Macioiizod the outbreak as the 
insane folly of ignorant fanatics, 
i)ut when the truth was revealed 
and the leaders shown to be men of 
learning and representative IMsh- 
men this same press veered to an- 
other ' tack. Another favorite 
phrase of the paid press bureau is 
to advertise England as "the friend 
of the lUtle and oppreased nationa," 
while again ahe is characterised in 
the present war as lighting the bat- 
tles of civilisation. And this. too. 
after her long and bloodthirsty 
career as the oppressor of Ireland.! 
India, South Africa, robbing the 
lioers and murdering the flower of 
that nation to pave the way for a 
ilownrlght theft of valuable mining 
ronces.sions. In India shi showed 
herself the friend of the oiiprosscd 
hv tiring natives from tlie mouth of 
canmni for reheilinii against tho 
starvation methods of Jolin liiill 

"Murder" is the word .\inericans 
of Irish descent and Irish birth 
are using in referring to the execu- 
tion by the British Government ot 
Irish volunteers who rebelled 
against it and endeavored to set up 
a new Irish republic. 

Justifying their use of the word, 
they point to parallel upon parallel 
In American hiatory. The declara- 
tion of Irlah independence, framed 
and signed by Patrick H. Pearce, 
Thomas McDonagh, Bamonn Ceannt, 
James Connolly, Joseph Plunkett, 
R. McIMarmad and Thomas Clarke, 
is declared by them to be on the 
same high plane with the American 
Declaration of Independence. The 
Irish signers of the Declaration of 
Irish Independence have been con- 
demned as traitors. Peace. Mc- 
Donagh, Plunkett and Clarke have 
been shot; Connolly is lield a pris- 
oner, and only McDlarmad escapes. 
They are still at largo and. Irish 
Volunteers in this country declare, 
carrying on the work their com- 
patriots started with them. E!oin 
McNeill. Mah Volunteer bead, is 
also at liberty. 

► Editor Ford, of the Irish 'World, 
finds a iviallel In the case of 
John Brown. Ho says: "The mem- 
ory of Uie martyrs who died that 
Ireland might live a full life will 
nerve Irishmen to heroic deeds in 
the last and victorious tight against 
BnglaJid. On the eve of our dvil 
war, 'Wendell Phillips, the Ameri- 



can orator who so often pleaded 
the cause of Irelaad, delivered a 
iecti)re entitled 'Harper'a Ferry.' 
'I'hij||||^ct matter of it was John 
BrOlM^HUlow at slavery. What 
DendeinPnillips said on that occa- 
sion Is applicable to the Irish re- 
'.oit. Well, men say he failed. . . .

These gallant irishmen were mur- 
dered for the purpose of striking 
terror into Ireland, but the attempt 
will fail as all siicli exhibitions of 
Knglish brulalily and savagery 
have failed in tlie past. The men 
she has butchered are the political 
saints of Ireland today." 

Supreme Court .lustice Daniel F. 
Colahan. of .New York, said: "\o 
greater contrast could lio found 
than that between the humane and 
wise course pursued by the United 
.states toward the defeated South- 
erners and that which England is 
now following with jtbe Irishmen 
who were taken In arms, battling 
against her. America was merci- 
ful, and conciliation followed de- 
feat. England ia mereileas, and 
will reap the whirlwind of the seed 
which she now sows. The deaths 
of- the Irish leaders are but further 
proof that it is the same old Eng- 
land, with one law through all the 
centuries for the Sir Edward Car- 
sons and the General Frenches and 
another one for the mere Irish. 
The killing of Peane. Clarke and 
McDonagh seemed to show that 
fear had turnt-d Knghuid's liead for 
the moTiH'nt and thai she was strik- 
ing blindl.\. But the deaths o". 
I'hinkett. William Pearce. Daly and 
O'Hanrahan Friday, and now of 
Major McBride. indicate that the 
policy of terrorism and savage re- 
pression has been deliberately 
adopted, and that Ireland is to be 
engulfed in the blood Of her bright- 
est and her bravest. Tyrartis 
without uumber acted thus in other 
ages, and inevitably have failed. 
The tires ot liberty have been re- 
lighted In Ireland, and will glow 
oiiore fieroely with every treeh death 
until the last vestige ot English 
rule Is destroyed." 



CATHOLIC KNIGHTS. 



The Catholic Knights of America 
opened the nineteenth Supreme 
Council here Tuesday morning and 
Is still in session. Delegates and 

visitors attended Pontifical high 
mass at the Cathedral, the celebrant 
being the Right Rev, Bishop Char- 
trand, of Indianapolis. Bishop 
O'Donaghue preached the sermon 
and extendedf a cordial welcome to 
the' delegates, who made a splendid 
appearance. Following the mass 
the convention met in the Italian 
garden of the Tyler Hotel, when 
the address of welcome was made 
by Gen. Michael Relchert, who In- 
troduced William O'Connor, assist- 
ant City Attorney, as representative 
of the Mayor. .=!upreme President 
Gaudin responded and. then declared 
the convention open for business. 
The Credentials Committee was 
named and reported all the States 
represented. President Oaudln an- 
nounced the committees as follows: 
The first Important business 
Wednesday Was the relinquishing of 
the Kentucky charter and the decis- 
ion to reincorporate in"* Missouri. 
Tliis necessitates a revision of the 
constitution and by-laws and occu- 
pied most of the time of the con- 
vention. Among the resolutions 

?iaased was one directing branches 
o have a memorial mass tor de- 
ceased members during the month 
of November each year, making 
100 members the basis of State rep- 



resentation and encouraging con- 
tinuance of the I'niform Rank. The 
convention on Wednesday sent a 
telegram to the Papal Delegate, re- 
newing assurances of filial loyalty 
to the Holy Father. Greetings were 
received from Cardinal Farley, of 
New York; Knights of Columbus of 
Kentucky; Catholic Knights and 
Ladles of America and the Supreme 
Council, Catholic Benevolent Legion, 
in session in Brooklyn. 

Former Lieut. Gov. Edward J. 
McDermott addressed the delegates 
in the afternoon and commenriod 
the good work the order is doing. 
The Rev. Father J. T. Knue, ,of 
McQuady, State Chaplain of the 
Kentucky Knights of Columbus, 
also delivered an address. 

The social features were many 
anc^ greatly enjoyed, siiipassing tho 
expectations of evoryljody. and in- 
cluded luncheons, aiitniiioliito races, 
theater parties and a grand banquet 
at the Tyler Hotel on Thursday 
night.

Even the meat optinnstic frlvuds 
of Ireland did not expect that any 
Immediate good would reault from 
revolution.

As the I'nion and 
Times saya, it may draw the atten- 
tion of the world to the wrongs 
of Ireland. England can not remain 
blind to the apirlt of her neighbor 
■iibjects. The moral effect of the 
nprlalng may be greater than now 
appear*. The Bagltah Imagine they 
have fooled the Irish. The truth la 
Ireland has not been fooled for one 
minute. The smoldering embers ot 
an inborn yearning for liberty that 
la characteristic of the race are still 
present in every village ot the land 
from the Causeway to Cork. This 
new revolt ma.v remind the British 
Oovemment that these embers may 
be fanned to a flame to Ita aerlotta 
disadvantage. 

The present troubles are the re- 
sult of wrongs of many years. Khk- 
land has handled all her colonies 
with consummate tact and liberality, 
but she has failed lamentably to 
understand the brilliant, proud and 
lovable race that Is united to her 
by many lies of blood and iUeuiiti.-d 
wKh the glory of her arms and the 
tnlumph of her spirit of adventure. 
The seed of fear and distrust that 
has been liberally sown for nearly 
« thousand years still grows upon 
the soil of Ireland. The revolutlon- 
iato have been defeated, but their ef- 
fort win register a new devotion to 
cn old ideal. Britain will feel the 
effect of tlie revolt to a serious de- 
gree. It will nial<r men realize that 
there are sUU many in Ireland who 
are willing to give their Uvea for 
Ireland's freedom. It l« unfortunate 
that the Irish cause should have to 
attach itself to a world war in 
which it should be .in no way con- 
nected.

Whatever he the 
pntcome of this new demand for 
freedom, the world must once again 
bow in acknowledgement to a race 
that has an undying fealty to the 
principle for which men like Emmet 
gave their blood.
